AMERICA AND EUROPE. 


GERMAN STATEMENT 
FAVOURABLY RECEIVED. 


The Financial Conference reassembled at 10.36 
this morning, says a Brussels telegram, of Tues- 
day's date. There was a much smaller attend- 
ance, both of delegates and Pressmen. This 
comparative lack interest is attributed br 
some to the fact that the principal ftem on the 
agenda is. whe eontimuation of the reading ous 
of printed reports by neutral delegates on the 
economic situation in their respective countries 

The President announced the appointment of 
a Grand Committee, the first of four, which are 
to be set up. This one will deal with the ques 
tion of public finance. On it are representatives 
of virtually all the States with delegates at “the 
Conference, including Lord Chalmers (Great 
Britain), Herr Bergmann (Germany), Mr. Bor- 
den (United States), and the Dominion dele 
gates. 

Mr. Kengo Mori, the chief Japanese delegats, 
addressing the Conference, said that the cuidin 
principle of Japan had been the balancing o 
the Budget. The policy of redemption of 
foreign ioans would be continued, but ma 
ee form..-In order te cope with infation 
and prices, i wae adopting the plan 
of bonds of - ene -É on, = 
providing greater facilities for saving. With 
regard to foreign trade, Mr. Kengo Mori. said 
that the excess of imports over exports would ba 
even greater this year, owing to the exchangs 
favouring Japan, and to the removal of trace 
restrictions. The only way to salvation lay in 
economy in consumption and increased pro 
duction. 

At the afternoon «itting, Mr. Bovden. the 
unofficial! United States member of the Repara- 
ticns Commission. who is also attending the 
Fimancial Conference as the unofficial repr-. 
sentative of the American Government. ad. 
dressed the Conference. At the ocus he 
pointed out that as his country was now im the 
tcidst of the Presidential electoral campaicn. i+ 
behoved him to speak with the greatest caution, 
and, consequentiy, he was only expressing hie 
purely personal view when he said that, in his 
opimon, the Conference would lead to resuits 
Tt was,, in fact, slready something achieved 
to have assembled. delegates from all 
nations, but the Conference would iar 
down nancial and economic principles 
which, though they would add nothing to the 
knowledge of the financiers present, would 
exerctse an imfigence on the public in ihe 
various countries. At the same time. he re 
greited that the public had placed such hopes 
in the Conference which would not be able to 
invent a pamacea to cure al! the ille of the 
present time. Referring to the credits which 
certain States were expecting from the United 
States, Mr. Boyden reminded the Conferenc4 
that the Americans had not hitherto been is 
the habit of investing money abroad, adding, 
however, that they would be prepared to ds 
so when they saw that there were fewer 
rivalries in Europe, and that ithe countries were 
united by closer ties. The apectacle afforded 
by the Conference would thus, in itself, be an 
encouragement io American financiers In 
conelusion, Mr. Borden said: “ The victor must 
go to the aid of the vanguished. That ic a 
condition of reconstruction, for ution is 
strength.”
